Su bject: Deportation of Jews from the Occupied and Unoccupied zones of France 

After having spoken with the wehrmachtsverkehrsdirektion on 27 July, I 
informed Leguay that the trains with Jews would be taken first to Drancy. (A 
deviation of this transportation plan was exactly established and agreed on 
between the RSHA and the Reichsverkehrsministerium and the schedules for 
transport were not possible. Jews In the Unoccupied Territory must be deported 
in trains leaving from Drancy. 

An unloading of Jews from the Unoccupied Territory was necessary 
because Jews leaving Drancy were transported in German cattle cars under the 
command of the Wehrmachtsverkersdirektion. All Jews deported to Auschwitz 
must be thoroughly searched before deportation. This was done in Drancy by the 
Anti-Jew police and often, despite laws forbidding it, Jews tried to bring objects 
clandestinely, it was thus hecessary that Jews be searched before leaving the 
Unoccupied Zone. 

To maintain the transport schedules, (13 convoys in August, 13 in 
September,) and so that they are prepared for a longer than expected trip, I gave 
the order to Leguay to do what is necessary for 3-4000 Jews to arrive in Drancy 
from the Unoccupied Territory in March 1942. 

On 28 July 1942, Leguay arrived at my house and informed me that the Jews 
would be under his control until 2 August 1942, as he had learned in Vichy. The 
Jews, as well as all of the convoys in Chalon-sur-saone, would pass the border of 
the two Zones on the following dates: July 7, 9, 11, and 13. (The latter in case an 
extra convoy can be put together in the camps.) 

Jews were not sent out immediately because they had to be sent out in 
small work kommandos and sent to different villages and they had to be gathered 
up. We also wanted to detain the parents of these Jews and intern them as well. 
The previously mentioned dates were already agreed upon by the Railroad 
Administration and must be considered definite. 

The French Police ih the Unoccupied zone would accompany these 
convoys to the border and where the convoys fell under the orders of 
kommandos of the Occupied zone. (Members of the kommando: One officer, 40 
men) 

I told Leguay that having these Jews at his disposal should not be 
considered as a small first part. Secondly, more that 5,000 Jews have gathered in 
French camps in the unoccupied zone, all with nationalities that permit them to 
be deported. It is necessary to insist on the internment of all Jews in the 
Unoccupied Zone. 

Leguay responded that according to his knowledge, Bousquet was in charge 
of that business. Bousquet appeared the morning of 20 July to take control of the 
interned Jews. 
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The convoys for 28 and 51 August needed to be filled, and there were 
enough Jews available to fill them. These Jews were easily found by the French 
Police in the Unoccupied zone. Lequay estimated that the number of Jews living 
in the Unoccupied Zone was 12,000. At the most, this was one-third of the Jews 
living in the Unoccupied zone. 

As convoys for the month of September were already prepared, the French 
Government had to take immediate action to deport the maximum amount of 
people. 

The Department IV j wishes to explain the conversation with Bousquet on 
29 July 1942: 

1. That all "stateless" Jews in the unoccupied Zone be interned as quickly as 
possible and put under the control of the Commandant of the surete and the SD; 

2. Internment must extend to Dutch and Belgian Jews who, according to 
French Police information, are in the Unoccupied Zone.
